1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 6/24/08 was filed after 
the mailing date of the Notice of Allowability on 4/1 1/08. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner.

respectively) are allowed.

Regarding amenc/ec/ claim 1, this claim is now allowable for the reasons 

indicated in the Final Office Action pertaining to now cancelled claim 21. 

Regarding claims 3, 24, 26-29, and 31, these claims are further limiting to claim 
1 and are thus also allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Regarding claims 5-15, 23, and 35, tliese claims are allowable for the reasons 
indicated in the Final Office Action. 

Regarding amended claim 22, this claim is now allowable for reasons indicated in 
the Final Office Action pertaining to now cancelled claim 21. 

Regarding amended claim 32, this claim is now allowable for reasons indicated in 
the Final Office Action pertaining to now cancelled claim 21. 

Regarding amended claim 33, this claim is now allowable for the same reasons 
as provided for claim 5 in the Final Office Action. 

Regarding amenc/ec/ claim 34, this claim is now allowable for reasons indicated in 
the Final Office Action pertaining to now cancelled claim 21. 

Regarding amenc/ec/ claim 36, this claim is now allowable for reasons indicated in 
the Final Office Action pertaining to now cancelled claim 21. 

Regarding new claim 40, this claim is allowable for the same reasons as 
provided for claim 5 in the Final Office Action. 

Regarding new claims 41 and 42, these claims are further limiting to claim 40 
and are thus also allowable over the prior art of record. 

Regarding new claims 43-45, these claims are each allowable for the same 
reasons as provided for claim 7 in the Final Office Action. 

Regarding new claims 54-59, these claims are further limiting to claim 36 and are 
thus also allowable over the prior art of record. 

The references listed in the most recently submitted IDS on 6/24/08 also fail to 
teach the limitations recited in the Final Office Action, specifically the use of a 
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segmentation indicator applied to eacli message fragment at tlie transmitter tliat 
indicates if segmentation is active for retransmission requests, and tlie retransmission 
of missing segments based on wlietlier tlie segmentation indicator is in tlie active state.
